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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Japan on 09/30/2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of 
the foreign priority application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b).

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because: 

- There is a typo error in line 10; i.e. change "f or" to -for--. 

- It contains legal phraseology such as "said" and "means". 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

- Page 14, line 1, replace "meaning" with -means—. 

- Page 42, line 8, replace "5f ' with -5fl-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
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Claim Objections 

6. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6 and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

- Claim 1, line 13, replace "f or" with -for-. 

- Claim 3, line 5, replace "t" with -the-. 

- Claim 4, lines 5, 8 and 16, replace "t" with -the-. 
Claim 6, line 3, replace "t" with —the—. 

- Claim 12, line 13, replace "for" with -for-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
